on Washington for $20 000,

Purser Allen then took a journey to New York,
and, ent ring the branch office of Jay Cooke &
Co,, In that oity, made a further purchase ol
his favorite 65:20:, 10 the amount of $19,000.
Taking fitteea of his thousand dollar bonds, he
Lex! visited the establishment of Jerome & to.,
in Now York city, and proeured n dralt on Paris
for 50,000 francs, He then dropped in at a
steamehip office and purchused tickets for Bor-
denux on the scofia, which wis to satl on Sutur-
duy of thi® week., From all this, it was to be
inferred that Purser Allen lutended to start
upon his travels.
